The opportunity to earn a Naval ; 
Reserve commission and an avia- 
tors wings of gold through the 
Navy’s Aviation Cadet program, is 
now offered to college men facing 
a tour of military duty upon com- 
pletion of their college work. A re- 
cent change in naval policy now 
permits students who will have the 
necessary educational requirements 
in June to apply at this time. 


Men interested in flying for the 
navy may procure application 
blanks and additional information 
from the U.S. Naval Air Station, 
Oakland 14, Calif., the enlisting 
office for the northern California 
area, according to LCDR J. M. 
Parsons, cadet procurement officer 
at the Oakland base. 


Eligibility requirements include 
a minimum of 60 semester hours, 
the applicant must be unmarried 
and agree to remain so until com- 
pletion of his training, must be be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 27, must 
not have received his induction 
orders, and must be able to pass 
physical and written aptitude ex- 
aminations. 


After’ completing approximately 
18 months of flight training, cadets 
become ensigns in the Naval Re- 
serve or second lieutenants in the 
Marine Reserve and are assigned 
to operating squadrons either on 
carriers or ashore. 

Commissioned aviators are obli- 
gated to serve for a period of four 
years, including training time, dur-

Did you know that the library now 
receives regularly some 250 period- 
icals and four newspapers? Since 
many of these periodicals are in- 
dixed in either the Readers Guide 
or the Industrial Art Index, the 
back issues continue to function as 
reference material for research. 

In more permanent form, the 
1150 volumes which have been 
added to the library provide the 
latest reports not only of the politi- 
cal scene but in the science and 
business world as well. Almost 25 
per cent of the books in the library 
have been added within the past 
three years. This has kept the li- 
brary staff busy processing and 
cataloging the new books and helps 
to assure the students and faculty 
of the latest sources for the many 
and varied reference needed. 

While recent studies in junior 
colleges show that the average cost 
of a book purchased for the library 
is around $5, the choice of books 
is not dependent upon cost but 
upon need.
